In St. Louis, where the m er­ 
cury climbed to 105 Tuesday 
and has been 100-plus for four 
days, 20 deaths were attributed 
to the hot weather, most of 
them elderly persons. The St. 
Louis County coroner reported 
two such deaths, while six heat- 
related fatalities w’ere reported 
in nearby St. Clair County, 111. 


More than 100 persons at the 
All-Star baseball game in St. 
Louis were treated for heat- 
caused illnesses. 


Ration Po«r»r 
The Union Electric Co. in St. 
I-iOuis said it planned to continue 
rationing electric power to 600.» 
000 customers in an attempt to 
avert a blackout. The company 
cut off power Tuesday to 350,000 
customers on a rotating basis 
up to two hours.
